secure Gettysburg borough 
licenses 


before trucking from their coanmtmi- 
ties into Gettysburg, unless they are 
in the draying- business and working? 
for pay. 


This interpretation, placed 
upon 


the borough's recently amended taxi 
ordinance, was given by borough of- 
ficials today after it became known 
that farmers and persons occasionally 
hauling- produce and other commodi- 
ties into or through Gettysburg had 
been making- inquiries atrout the ne- 
cessity of securing a license. 


Section 1 of the taxi oirdtnance, 


which among other things fixes the 
rate to be charged for licenses far 
regularly operated trucks and wagons 
in Gettysburg, sets 
forth that "it 


shall be unlawful for any rperson, 
persons, firm or corporation to drive, 
run or operate any hack, wagon, car- 
riage, 
omniibus, 
automobile, 
or 


other 
vehicle 
for 
the 
carrying; 


of persons or freight and other com- 
modities within 
th.p limits of said 


borough, from points within the lim- 
its of said borough to points beyond 
the limits thereof, or from points be- 
yond thf 
limits 
thereof to points 


within the limits 
thereof, 
without 


first having obtained a license from 
said borough.*' 


Dees Not Affect Farmers 


The provision of the license ordi- 


nance dioe.s not apply to farmers at- 
tending curb market, or those who> 
peddle their 
wares 
froan 
wagons 


through the town. It was said by a 
member of council to whom a num- 
ber of farmers, had asked the ques- 
tion as to the necessity for them to 
secure licenses. 


The fee for licenses of truckers op- 


erating in Gettysburg or in other 
communities doing business regularly 
in Gettysburg was fixed by council at 
the December meeting at $10 for tho 
first ton or fraction thereof and $5 fo* 
each ton or fraction thereof there- 
after for motor vehicles and $5 for tha 
first ton and $2.50 for each additional 
ton for horse-drawn vehicles. 


Burgess C. A. Heiges today said the 


terms of the ordinance do not apply to 
farmers, coming into Gettysburg for 
a load of merchandise, feed, grain or 
some other commodity, although tha 
driver may be doing the trucking for 
another farmer. 


"This portion 
of the ordinance 


must 
of 
necessity 
be 
somewhat 


elastic," Mr. Heiges said, otherwise 
business would be driven away from 
the town. Tho ordinance was passed 
primarily to license local draymen, 
who are regularly engaged in tha 
hauling business, he added, although 
persons similarly engaged in other 
communities of the county or beyond 
its borders, who might operate freight; 
lines regularly in and out of Gettys- 
burg, would come under the provisions 
of the ordinance.
